Facts As To Greece 


Readers in this part of the world have 
necessarily gathered their impression of 
the situation in Greece from comment 
rather than from statements of fact, most 
of the comment coming from parties anx- 
jous to build up a case against the British 
Government, and a good deal of it based 
on preconceptions, prejudices and guesses. 

Following is a summary, compiled by a 
London correspondent, of the points made 
by Anthony Eden in his speech in parlia- 
ment. It sets forth in convenient form the 
facts as to why Britain intervened in 
Greece, under what circumstances, and 
with what objects, and may be welcomed 
for this reason: 

1, There was ‘no question” of Britain's 
armed intervention in Greece “without 
consulting our Allies.” 

2. “We could perhaps have been cen 
sured for not having intervened in Athens 
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on behalf of law and order at an earlier 
date.”

7. Britain is not trying to “impose a 
king with Britsh bayonets on the Greek 
people.” 

8. He and Mr. Churchill persuaded 
King George of Greece to remain in Bri- 
tain because ‘we were perfectly conscious 
that his arrival (in Greece) might be the 
cause of political controversy which he 
wants to avoid.” ’ 

On the question of the decision to go 
into Greece, Mr. Eden said: “Before we 
took that decision we did consult our 
United States allies. We did go there with 
their agreement. We did tell our decision 
also to our Soviet ally and they also ap- 
proved that decision.”

OTTAWA. — Representations re- 
garding British policy in Greece 
are reaching Ottawa in surprising 
volume.

Infant Industries No Longer 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON, 


It was largely to protect “infant 
industries” that the United States 
and Canada created their system 
system has continued long ‘after 
the “infants” have become giants. 
Today, though the ne<essity of 
restoring world trade is every- 
where admitted, there are still 
powerful forces at work to protect 
these piants with the tenderness 
of the nursery. And even though 
the heavy industries of the United 
States and Canada must secure 
huge foreign markets or collapse, 
it is still alleged that they cannot 
compete with the world at large. 


This theory is denounced by the 
National Planning Association, an 
organization of business and labor 
leaders, in its powerful new study 
of American foreign trade. 


“The allegation that American 
industry is unable to compete 
today with foreign production 
and labor,” says the associa- 
tion’s report, “does not hold 
under examination. The reason 
for the exceptional concentra- 
tion of world demand upon Am- 
erican goods lies in their relative 
excellence and low cost. Our 
plants are in general technically 
modern and well equipped. Am- 
erican labor is skilled and, with 
its modern equipment can pro- 
duce more than foreign labor in 
the same time. This productivity, 
as demonstrated by the higher 
wages of American labor, is there- 
fore an asset, peculiar to Ameri- 
can industry, rather than a cost, 

“Also many American mahu- 
facturing industries can operate 
at lower costs than their foreign 
competitors because mass pro- 
duction and marketing opportu- 
nities permit the reduction of 
overhead costs to a minimum. 
There is no need for a general 
policy of subsidy through high 
farriffs and through foreign loans 
which cannot be repaid because 
our imparts are too low. The 
plain fact is that American in- | 
dustry, as a whole, has a great 
competitive edge over the rest 
of the world.”

Outgoing Mail 
Tops Last Year 


Volume of outgoing Christmas 
letters this year is “very much 
higher” than in 1943, post office of- 
ficials said Thursday. Reading on 
the cancelling machine at the Jast 
recording was 317,000, indicating 
the number of letters to date, as 
compared with last year’s figure of 
272,000, for the same period. 

The figure recorded on the post 
office “sticker” machine for parcels 
showed a higher figure than last 
year. Mailing generally is on the 
increase over former years. 

The early-mailing campaign 
for Christmas parcels and letters 
received a reasonable response 
from Albertans, officials said. 
Last Monday was the peak day 
for parcels coming to the city, al- 
though it was believed possible 
this peak would be exceeded yet. 
Every train into the city is loaded 
with Christmas mail of every 
description.

Ceiling Prices 
~ Put on Turkeys 


Retail ceiling prices varying from 
44 cents to 37 cents per pound have 
been placed on turkeys, young hens 
and toms, effective as from Tuesday 
last, according to an announcement 
made Thursday by 
Prices and Trade Board. 

Purchasing fowl for the Christ- 
mas dinner table, Alberta house- 
wives will find new ceiling prices 
on all their prospective buys. 

Special grade young turkeys have 
been priced at 44 cents a pound 
for the special grade; Grade A 
turkeys sell for 43 cents, Grade B 
for 41 cents, and Grade C for 37 
cents. Old turkeys, hens and toms 
now have a ceiling three cents and 
four cents below the prices for 
younger birds, 

Price of chickens, roasters and 
fryers, now varies from 42 cents, 
for special milk-fed birds, to 39 
cents for Grade B types. Birds not 
qualified as milk-fed vary in price 
from 40 cents, special grade, to 32 
cents, Grade C, 

Prices board officials stated that 
when geese and ducks are sold 
with both heads and feet on, the 
ceiling price is one cent a pound 
less than ceiling. It is illegal to 
sell ungraded dressed poultry 
above ceiling prices for Grade B. 
Retailers may charge 10 cents a 
bird for drawing.
